Also  during  the  year  176  children  under  15  years  of  age 
received  a maintenance  or  reinforcing  dose. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Undertaking  at 
Baunton  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and  all  samples 
submitted  for  examination  have  proved  the  water  to  be  of 
very  high  quality. 


During  the  year  new  connections  to  the  mains  have  been 
made  to  serve  109  houses,  of  which  69  were  for  new  Council 
houses. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  shallow  wells  in 
the  town  serving  14  houses,  and  these  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  examination.  All  the  samples  of  water 
were  found  to  be  totally  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and 
the  owners  were  called  upon  to  provide  a supply  of  water  from 
the  town’s  main  to  each  of  the  houses.  All  the  owners  agreed 
to  do  this  and  instructions  were  issued  to  builders  accordingly. 

One  owner  of  a block  of  five  cottages  was  called  upon  to 
provide  a supply  of  water  to  each  cottage  as  the  existing 
supply  of  a bucket  well  was  insufficient  and  not  within  reason- 
able distance  of  each  house. 

Swimming  Baths 

During  the  1949  swimming  season  the  Council’s  Swimming 
Baths  proved  to  be  exceedingly  popular  and  particularly  so 
owing  to  the  prolonged  spell  of  fine  weather. 
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Apart  from  persons  holding  season  tickets,  over  20,000 
persons  paid  for  admission,  and  over  6,100  children  attended 
in  organized  parties  from  schools. 

During  the  year  facilities  have  been  renewed  for  the  hire 
of  costumes  and  towels  which  was  well  received. 

In  addition,  two  slipper  baths  have  been  provided  and 
are  in  fair  demand.  The  slipper  baths  are  also  open  at  certain 
times  other  than  during  the  swimming  season  and  have  proved 
fairly  popular. 

The  new  system  of  storage  for  bathers’  clothing  has  proved 
to  be  of  great  help,  not  only  to  the  bathers  but  in  the  function- 
ing of  the  baths  during  the  season. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  on  the  scheme 
for  providing  a new  outfall  sewer  from  the  Watermoor  area 
to  the  Disposal  Works  and  for  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Disposal  Works.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be 
completed  during  1950, 

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  was  collected  once  weekly  and  kitchen  waste 
twice  weekly  during  the  year.  All  house  refuse  was  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping,  2,943  tons  having  been  dealt  with.

The  total  value  of  this  salvaged  material  was  £1,687. 

The  waste  food  sterilizing  plant  at  the  Depot  has  given 
good  service  during  the  year  and  only  minor  repairs  have  had 
to  be  carried  out. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  water  courses  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  from 
time  to  time  for  evidence  of  pollution,  but  no  conditions  have 
been  found  requiring  action. 
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Shops 

204  visits  have  been  made  to  shops  in  the  town,  including 
food  shops.  Generally  speaking,  all  the  premises  have  been 
kept  in  satisfactory  order  and  only  minor  cleansing  work  has 
been  called  for. 

Food  Preparing  Premises 

There  are  still  18  food  preparing  premises  in  the  town 
where  potted,  pressed  and  preserved  food  is  prepared.  These 
also  include  the  fish  and  chips  shops  and  two  bacon  factories. 

One  registration  for  a Fish  Shop  was  transferred  to  other 
premises  in  the  same  street. 

All  premises  were  kept  in  satisfactory  condition  and  were 
inspected  from  time  to  time. 

2 cafes  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  redecorations  and 
cleansing  work  in  the  kitchens  and  in  another  case  it  was 
proposed  to  carry  out  alterations  in  the  kitchen. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 

4 new  registrations  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream 
were  granted  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  26  registrations. 

14  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Analyst  for  examination.  Six  of  the  samples 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  from  a bacteriological  standard 
and  of  this  number  one  sample  was  below  the  Ministry  of 
Food’s  standard  for  fat  content. 

Steps  were  taken  to  secure  an  improvement,  and  as  a 
result  of  this  two  firms  were  stopped  from  manufacturing  ice 
cream  under  the  heat  treatment  method  and  one  firm  changed 
their  supplier  for  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

Several  mobile  vans  selling  ice  cream  in  the  town  have 
been  stopped  and  inspected. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  4 Bottling 
Licences  were  issued  to  dairies  to  bottle  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk.  4 Supplementary  Licences  were  issued  to  dairymen  to 
sell  T.T.  and  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  town. 
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The  dairies  were  kept  in  good  condition  and  were  frequently 
visited. 

One  dairy  was  working  under  difficult  conditions  in 
temporary  premises  and  plans  have  been  submitted  for  the 
building  of  a new  model  dairy. 

25  milk  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  these 
include  18  T.T.  samples,  4 Pasteurised  samples  and  3 non- 
designated  milk.  Of  the  25  samples  7 were  unsatisfactory 
and  steps  were  taken  to  secure  an  improvement.  As  in  previous 
years  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  took  samples  of 
milk  from  the  schools. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Only  one  complaint  was  received  in  connection  with  the 
emission  of  smoke  and  grit  and  that  was  from  a chimney  at 
an  engineering  works.  The  Nuisance  was  abated. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919-1943 

As  in  the  previous  year  all  cases  of  infestation  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  who  were 
acting  as  agents  for  the  Urban  District  Council.  The  work 
generally  was  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Movable  Dwellings 

In  two  cases  caravans  were  found  stationed  on  unlicensed 
sites  on  the  south  side  of  the  town.  Steps  were  taken  to  get 
these  removed.  One  site  was  eventually  vacated  and  the 
Council  have  subsequently  purchased  the  land. 

A contractor’s  hut  on  a building  site  was  found  to  be 
occupied  by  one  of  the  workmen  and  his  family.  The  building 
contractor  was  notified  and  other  accommodation  was  found 
in  the  rural  area  for  this  family. 

Disinfestation  of  Premises 

Only  one  cottage  was  dealt  with  under  this  heading  for 
flea  infestation. 
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Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

54  Nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  50 
abated.  It  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  two  Statutory 
Notices.  In  all  other  cases  the  owners  carried  out  the  require- 
ments as  to  repairs,  etc.,  after  receipt  of  an  informal  notice. 

Housing  Acts 

1,397  visits  have  been  made  to  houses  in  the  town, 
including  a number  of  visits  under  the  Council’s  rehousing 
scheme. 

As  in  the  previous  year  no  Repair  Notices  were  served 
under  this  Act,  but  all  cases  were  dealt  with  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 

3,626  visits  have  been  made  to  Council  Houses  and  new 
private  houses  under  construction,  most  of  which  were  on  the 
Beeches  Estate. 

Housing  Progress 

Very  good  progress  has  been  made  on  the  Council’s 
Housing  Schemes.  76  new  houses  have  been  completed  during 
the  year,  leaving  16  under  construction.  In  addition  8 private 
houses  have  been  built. 

A Housing  Society  has  been  formed  in  Cirencester  and  a 
contract  for  40  houses  has  been  commenced. 

A total  of  106  families  have  been  rehoused  and  76  of 
these  were  in  new  permanent  houses.  430  families  have  been 
rehoused  since  the  1st  February,  1946. 

Factories 

A further  four  premises  were  registered  during  the  year, 
making  a total  of  80.  The  factories  have  been  visited  from 
time  to  time  and  works  were  called  for  in  17  cases.  These 
included  cleansing,  drainage  of  floors  and  provision  of  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspections 

Two  Slaughterhouse  Ficences  were  issued  to  the  Govern- 
ment controlled  slaughterhouses  in  the  town,  and  licences  were 
issued  to  the  two  bacon  factories.  One  of  the  bacon  factories 
reopened  in  October  after  having  been  closed  down  for  several 
years. 
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As  in  the  previous  year  centralised  slaughtering  is  still 

in  progress. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  at  one  slaughterhouse 
in  the  centre  of  the  town,  due  to  lack  of  accommodation  and 
the  narrowness  of  the  one-way  street  through  which  the 
slaughterhouse  is  approached. 

The  slaughterhouses  and  bacon  factories  were  visited 
994  times  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
routine  meat  inspections.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to 
the  examination  of  cattle  for  the  detection  of  Cysticercus 
Bovis,  and  two  cases  have  been  found  during  the  year.  Both 
cases  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

With  regard  to  the  examination  of  carcases  at  the  bacon 
factories  all  casualties,  rejects,  heavy  pigs  and  porkers  are 
examined,  and  in  addition,  a percentage  of  bacon  pigs. 

There  is  complete  co-operation  between  the  bacon  factories 
and  this  Department  on  the  matter  of  meat  inspection.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  piped  water 
supply  to  the  parishes  of  Brimpsheld,  Syde,  Caudle  Green, 
Elkstone,  Winstone,  Duntisbourne  Abbots  and  Duntisbourne 
Leer,  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  main  is  now  in 
service. 

The  scheme  for  providing  a public  piped  water  supply 
for  Driffield  and  Harnhill,  including  the  construction  of  a 
reservoir,  was  commenced  and  was  nearing  completion  at  the 
end  of  1949. 

Approval  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  main  water 
supplies  for  the  parishes  of  Meysey  Hampton,  Siddington  and 
Somerford  Keynes  has  been  received  ; work  on  each  of  the 
schemes  should  commence  during  1950. 

On  the  completed  schemes,  approximately  90  per  cent  of 
possible  users  have  applied  for  and  been  provided  with  con- 
nections from  the  water  main. 

The  Council’s  five  water  undertakings  at  Lechlade, 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney,  were  satisfac- 
torily maintained  during  the  year,  the  average  monthly 
consumption  over  the  year  being  339,000  gallons,  360,000 
gallons,  310,000  gallons,  345,000  gallons,  and  408,000  gallons 
respectively.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

Tetbury.  The  supply  in  this  parish  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  Some  34 J million  gallons  were  pumped  from 
the  two  boreholes,  25 1 million  gallons  of  which  were  supplied 
to  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  giving  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  69,000  gallons,  equal  to  26  gallons  per  head  of  the  popula- 
tion. The  remaining  8f  million  gallons  were  pumped  to  Bab- 
down  reservoir  which  supplies  the  Polish  Hostel,  Beverstone 
village,  and  parts  of  Tetbury  Upton.  The  average  daily 
consumption  at  the  Hostel  was  20,000  gallons,  whilst  the 
parishes  of  Beverston  and  Tetbury  Upton  took  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  4,000  gallons. 

There  were  40  samples  taken  from  the  Tetbury  water- 
works during  the  year.  Of  the  16  samples  taken  from  No.  1 
borehole,  15  were  highly  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 
In  the  case  of  No.  2 borehole,  of  the  16  samples  taken,  12 
were  highly  satisfactory,  2 satisfactory,  and  2 suspicious. 
All  these  samples  were  taken  from  untreated  water.  Of  the  8 
samples  taken  from  supply  taps  in  the  parish  all  were  satis- 
factory. 

Beverston.  A number  of  new  connections  were  made  to 
the  main  during  the  year,  and  the  average  daily  consumption 
of  this  parish,  together  with  part  of  Tetbury  Upton,  was 
4,000  gallons. 

Remaining  Parishes.  The  supply  in  these  parishes  remains 
unchanged. 

During  the  year  966  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  water  supplies. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Tetbury  sewerage  disposal  works  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  32  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer 
and  143  inspections  were  carried  out  in  this  connection. 
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Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  and  salvage  was  collected  from  all  13 
parishes  by  direct  labour.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected 
amounted  to  29  tons  with  a value  of  £140.  The  collection  of 
salvage  was  discontinued  in  August.  361  inspections  were 
carried  out  in  connection  with  this  service.
